INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS 



Claims 2, 5, 6, 18, 19, 21, 29, 30, and 57-62 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as anticipated by Snell, U.S. Patent No. 5,722,999. 

Claims 3, 4, 7-17, 20, 22-28, 31-56, and 63 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. 

This second Amendment submitted by Applicants cancels claim 2 and amends 
claims 3-63. Claims 3-89 remain pending. 

Applicants request a three-month extension of time in which to file this paper; 
authorization to charge the NeuroPace deposit account the required fee for the extension 
is enclosed.
